A recent television feature about a 
‘Jesbian sperm bank’’ in Oakland 
(KFMB’s News 8 Prime Time for Feb. 24) 
was billed by the station in pre-broadcast 
publicity as a ‘‘story that could only 
happen in California.’’ It was about 
women homosexuals ‘‘who want to have 
children, but don’t want to have men.’ 


The station stayed closer to home in its 
4:30 p.m. newscast four days later, 
touting a San Diego ‘‘Womancare’’ 
official whose group now provides 


_ artificial insemination to single women, 


lesbians and ‘‘women of color,’’ not 


further explained. 


THE DIVORCE of child-bearing 
from marriage and family is no longer the 
sanitized Brave New World portrayed by 
Aldous Huxley. It is now a marketable — 
and profitable — biotechnology. And 
along the way it has taken some rather 
bizarre turns, of which sperm banks for 
humans, instead of for cattle, are only one 
example. 


An Escondido bie OE: is freezing the 
sperm of Nobel laureates and others in a 
program of selective breeding that critics 
charge has all the finesse of the Nazi 
approach to eugenics. Only the father’s 
I.Q, would seem to count, with the 
woman’s role reduced to that of hatchery.

The challenge posed by this radical 
technology to traditional Catholic 
teaching about human sexuality and the 
sacramentality of marriage is a serious 
one in a culture which tends to equate 
what is scientifically possible with what is 
moral.

FOUR. OF ITS nations are in the 
midst of bloody, fratricidal conflicts, with 
the U.S. and Soviet Union coaching from 
the sidelines; almost all have an 
impoverished majority and a wealthy 
minority.

Churches are fair game 
for arsonists, burglars

IMPERIAL BEACH — _ Security 
windows at St. Charles School were no 
obstacle for the arsonist who torched a 
kindergarten classroom early last month, 
resulting in $10,000 damage. Ironically, 
entry was gained through security 
windows installed only two months 
before, along with extra outside lighting. 


That’s one example of a trend that 
‘‘alarms’’ the diocesan representative of 
Catholic Relief Insurance Co. Despite the 
recent security measures taken at schools, 
churches and: rectories, ‘‘they’re still 
getting in,’’ said Ron Hinkle of CRI. 


THE FIRE at St. Charles extinguished 
itself after burning carpeting and 
damaging the entire classroom with 
smoke. ‘“There was no evidence of 
attempted robbery. Everything indicates 
that it was just a senseless act committed 
by juveniles, ” Principal Mary Bixby 
said. 


But many of the crimes, committed 
against diocesan property are acts of 
‘‘professionals,’” Hinkle said. Burglars

‘STEP ASIDE’ — The Catholic 
Bishops’ Conference of Ghana _ has 
appealed to the African nation’s military 
government to step aside in the name of 
national salvation. ‘‘In the wake of 
‘revolution,’ atrocities of all sorts have 
been committed against innocent 


civilians,’’ the bishops said. The nation . 


requires ‘‘a transformation of hearts, a 
genuine moral conversion,’’ they added. 

WON’T DELAY — The USS. 
Catholic bishops will not delay 
consideration of their third draft of a 
pastoral letter on nuclear war, Cardinal 
Joseph L. Bernardin of Chicago told a 
group urging postponement of action on 
the controversial document. The group, 
Catholics for Responsible Action, has 
300-400 members in Chicago and has 
circulated petitions calling for the delay. 
‘‘We have been mandated to present a 
third draft for review, debate and 
approval at the May (2-3) meeting,” 
Cardinal Bernardin, chairman of the 
pastoral’s drafting committee, said in a 
letter to the CRA. 

WALESA, TOO? — Italian 
authorities are investigating whether 
Mehmet Ali Agca, convicted assailant of 
Pope John Paul II, was also involved in a 
plot to kill Polish labor leader Lech 
Walesa. The Italian Ministry of Justice 
confirmed recently that Rome’s public 
prosecutor had issued judicial 
communiques to Agca, to Bulgarian 
Sergei Antonov and to Italian union

BACK TO STATES? — A key Senate 
subcommittee has begun exploring the 
possibility of ‘‘streamlining’’ the Hatch 
amendment and returning the abortion 
issue to the states. Sen. Thomas Eagleton 
(D.-Mo.), in testimony before the Senate 
Judiciary Committee’s subcommittee on 
the Constitution, said an amendment 
more modest than the Hatch proposal 
would have the greatest chance of passing 
Congress. The Missouri senator’s 
proposed amendment would simply read: 
“‘A right to abortion is not secured by this 
constitution,’’ wiping off the books the 
Supreme Court’s 1973 decision, thus 
returning abortion jurisdiction to the 
states. 


CONDEMNED — The bishops of 
Poland’s 28 Catholic dioceses condemned 
recent Soviet press attacks on Pope John 
Paul II. At the close of last month’s 
meeting in Warsaw, the bishops said that 
articles. which accused the pope of 
“subversive activity’? in his Polish 
homeland were ‘‘obviously devoid of any 
foundation.’ The bishops said such 
articles retard the progress of world 
peace, ‘‘of which the Holy Father is the 
constant herald and the one who searches 
tirelessly to realize it.”’ 


SLAMMED? — Sen. Patrick Leahy 
(D.-Vt.), a critic of U.S. policy in El 
Salvador, accused Secretary of State 
George Shultz of making a “‘gratuitous 
slam at the Catholic Church’’ when 
Shultz implied that the Church is not 
concerned about Soviet influence in 
Central America. At a Senate hearing 
Shultz criticized ‘‘churchmen who want 
to see Soviet influence in El Salvador 
improved.’’ Leahy said someone must 
have given Shultz ‘‘some really, really 
bad advice’’ on the Church’s role in 
Central America.

Keeping priorities straight 


DETROIT (NC) — Backers of Mercy 


Sister Agnes Mary Mansour suggested 


last week that Archbishop Edmund C. 
Szoka should withhold part of his taxes to 
protest state funding of abortions. ~ 

The ‘archbishop, who had told Sister 
Mansour she should resign as head of the 
state Department of Social Services 


‘because she had not denounced public 


funding for abortion, had no comment on 
the suggestion. 


THE SUGGESTION for tax 
resistance was made at a Detroit press 
conference called by members of 
Groundwork, a coalition of 15 Religious 
orders and “‘social justice’’ groups. 


‘In order to be consistent regarding 
the issue of abortion, which I believe to be 
immoral, why is not the archbishop 
calling for tax resistance to the funding of 
abortion?’’ asked Immaculate Heart of 
Mary Sister Suzanne Sattler, an attorney. 


“T wonder if the archbishop would not 
have been more correct, given his 
understanding of the issues, to challenge 
the direct contributors to abortion by 
announcing he would withhold a portion 
of his taxes and asking others to do 
likewise,’’ added Mary Anne Olson, a 
laywoman and Groundwork supporter. 


‘““SISTER AGNES Mary Mansour 
has stated her opposition to abortion but 
as director of the Department of Social 
Services, she has the opportunity to do a 
great deal of good for the people of this 
state, especially the poor,’’ said Ms. 
Olson. 


Sister Sattler said that Sister Mansour 
is ‘‘being publicly censored’’ although a 
Catholic layman who held the post before 
she did ‘‘was not so treated.’’ She also 
questioned why Archbishop Szoka had 
held a press conference to discuss his 
disapproval of Sister Mansour’s position. 
“I do not understand why all the parties 
involved, Sister Agnes Mary Mansour, 
the leadership of the Sisters of Mercy, and 
the archbishop, at a minimum, were not 
brought together to reflect on and sort out 
these issues prior to the archbishop’s press 
conference last week,’’ she said.

Christianity and sport: What price victory?

ALCALA PARK — When USD 
students ask their athletic director to pray 
for the team to win, he often replies ‘‘God 
really doesn’t get involved in these things. 
When we play a football game I don’t 
think God really cares much whether we 
win or lose.”’ 


Athletes and fans need to keep things in 
the proper perspective, said Father 
Patrick Cahill, who has overseen the 
men’s and women’s intercollegiate sports 
programs at the Catholic university for 
the past four years. 


THE LARGELY administrative 
position is his third since he was ordained 
as a Clerics of St. Viator (Viatorians) 
priest. For 13 years he. was athletic 
director at a boys’ high school in a 
Chicago suburb; he then served for two 
years as president of that school. 


The job at USD brought more 
responsibilities, including making travel 
arrangements, processing paper work for 
the National Collegiate Athletic 
Association, writing the athletic 
department’s budget and dealing with 
coaching personnel. 


“There are times when a little country 
parish in Central Illinois has its appeal, 
but that’s kind of momentary with the 
crisis of the moment,’’ said Father Cahill. 
One of those moments must have come in 
January when he accepted the resignation 
of his head football coach, Bill Williams. 


NEW ACOLYTE — Daniel Donohoo, a seminarian of the San Diego Diocese, was 
installed in the ministry of acolyte Feb. 11 by Most Rev. L. DeHovre, S.J., auxiliary 
bishop of the Malines-Brussels archdiocese.

Dominican Sister Joanette Nitz, a 
member of the Team for Justice, a local 
group involved in jail ministry, also 
expressed concern for the effects the 
actions could have.on Religious women’s 
ministry. Whatever the particular 
qualities of each community, all share a 
commitment ‘‘to stand with the poor, to 
struggle with the poor in faith and the 
love of Christ; to bring about not only 


creative service to individuals and 
families; but to the community as a 
whole,’’ and to highlight ‘‘the need for 


structural change.”’ 


“SISTER AGNES Mary is a woman 


of integrity, of faith and understanding 
who is well aware of the call in a 
pluralistic society to minister in love and 
truth,’’ Sister Nitz added. ‘‘We stand 
with her. She has spoken against the evil 
of abortion.’’ She suggested that Sister 
Mansour and ‘‘the rest of us’’ should 
“‘work together to try to provide food, 
clothing, housing (and) medical aid to 
mothers, fathers and children, so that we 
can all grow beyond the womb to fullness 
of life.’’ 


Jay M. Berman, communications 
director for the Archdiocese of Detroit, 
said Archbishop Szoka had no comment 
on the nuns’ statement. 


Rain, floods put a damper on Marian High 


IMPERIAL BEACH — A crew of 
janitors, teachers, administrators and 
parents helped Marian High School mop 
up from last week’s heavy rains, which 
seeped into classrooms, forcing closure of 
the school for one day.

occasions. Unfortunately, the NCAA

Father Cahill said. 


Despite the competitive nature of 
athletics, Christianity and sport are not 
necessarily in conflict, the priest thinks, 
“not as long as you keep your priorities 
straight. There comes a time for a 
decision on what price you are willing to 
pay to win.”’ 

But that ‘‘moral decision’’ must be 
made in all fields in which one wants to 
succeed. Father Cahill thinks Christians 
may be better equipped to make moral 
decisions. ‘‘I think that kind of 
background lends itself to being a little 
more concerned about the priorities of 
winning and losing,’’ he said. 


EVEN AWN atheist. ‘‘with moral 
values’? can make-sound decisions in 
setting priorities, he said. 

The only sport that causes Father 
Cahill to doubt its integrity as true 
“‘sport’’ is professional boxing. ‘‘There’s 
a real moral problem with professional 
boxing. I can’t think of any other sport 
where its very purpose is to injure 
someone,” he said. 

Olympic boxing is acceptable to USD’s 
director of athletics because ‘‘it is really a 
that is more tightly 
structured than the professional version. 


WHILE FATHER Cahill calls ice 
hockey ‘‘a great sport that’ takes very 
talented. people to play it,’’ he abhors 
“‘the almost blood-thirstiness of the fans. 
You almost get the impression they 
(hockey fans) are not happy unless there’s 
a stick-swinging fight,’’ he said. 

Hockey and boxing fans seem to think 
“‘the bloodier the better.’’ 


AS A CHILD Father Cahill was a 
Chicago Cubs fan, and he still follows 
professional sports. But for the priest who 
feels ‘‘sports have always been a part of 
my life,’’ college athletics are the best. ‘‘I 
guess I like the imperfection of it. In pro 
sports people are almost too good. You 
almost look for perfection. The thrill and 
idea of not playing for the money — the 
amateurism — is appealing.”’ 


In his work at USD, Father Cahill has 
never felt compelled to serve as a 
chaplain. He admitted he can’t see any 
purpose in sitting on the same bench with 
players at sporting events. 


USD DOESN’T have any formal 
fellowship group for Christian athletes 
““because we are a Catholic school with a 
campus ministry,’’ he said. ‘‘USD has so 
many opportunities for. religious 
fellowship that the need isn’t really 
there.”’

Rediscover lesson of ‘the seed’ 


In his recent best-selling novel, The Clowns of God, 
Morris West casts the main character, Pope Gregory 
XVII, as having had a vision of the end of the world — the 
holocaust and the Second Coming. 


Another character, Mendelius, comments about the 
fictional Pope Gregory: ‘‘...he believed he was called to be 
the precursor of the event...and was forced (because of this 
by the College of Cardinals) to abdicate...’’ 


The novel itself would make interesting and enjoyable 
reading during this Lenten season. 


However, the events portrayed in The Clowns of God 
may not be that unthinkable, let alone unbelievable. In 
the book, the now ex-pope Jean Marie Barette quotes the 
ancient Latin Psalm: ‘‘Nist dominus aedtficavertt 
dominum...Unless the Lord build the house, the builders 
labor in vain...”’ 


Lent is a time given to us to ponder, to consider how in 
fact we have cooperated with the Lord in building our own 
spiritual houses. 

Certainly two of the greatest spiritual enemies of our 
times are apathy and indifference. We spend hours, even 
days, distracting ourselves from looking deeply into our 
value systems and subsequent conduct. Entertainment 
calls us away from reality and into illusion; we play-act our 
way through work, home-life and even rest. 


Perhaps the reality of a holocaust and Second Coming 
has moved beyond us into the land of fairy tales and 
dragons. Perhaps we have become so sophisticated and 
given to solipsism that all other reality — particularly 
theological or Biblical reality — no longer has meaning. 

If, indeed, this is the case, then maybe Lent is the proper 
time to take the painting of our lives out of the muted 
candlelight of illusion and into the bright sunlight of high 
noon. 


God knows, we need to examine the life-drama we live, 
under the best of circumstances and with the finest norms 
and instruments at our disposal. 


May I suggest that the greatest norm available to us 
against which we can judge where our values lie is 
Scripture — especially the Gospel of St. Matthew and the 
letters of St. Paul. 


It is true that Holy Writ does comfort us, but only if and 
when we accept the challenge of Jesus’ life. The cross is the 
vehicle that will get us the crown of eternal life. There is no 
other road than the royal road of the cross and the 
footprints of Christ lead the way. 


Lent is then — in the final analysis — the opportunity to 
rediscover the lesson of the seed. When it dies (to itself) the 
plant lives. When we follow in the footprints of Christ, 
carrying our own crosses — and these crosses come in 
many forms and on very personal levels — we always look 
directly into the face of that Sun which never sets. 


Hence, the night becomes the day and because we have 
waited in the darkness, we will all the more appreciate the 
miracle of that Sun-rise on Easter morn.

VATICAN CITY (NC) — ‘‘I wish to share the Gethsemane _ 


and Calvary of your peoples.”’ 


_Those words, broadcast simultaneously Feb. 28 over the 
national television and radio networks of seven Central 
American nations and in Haiti, signaled Pope John Paul II’s 
intention to experience directly the suffering of those countries 
during his March.2-9 visit. : 


In the message he said the purpose of his trip to Costa Rica, 
Nicaragua, Panama, E] Salvador, Guatemala, Honduras, Belize 
and Haiti was ‘‘to get closer to you, children of the Church and 
of countries with Christian roots: you who are suffering so 
intensely.”’ 


He said he wanted to get closer to ‘‘you who experience the 
scourge of division, of war, of hatred, of centuries of injustice, of 
ideological confrontations that shake the world and find the scene 
of their struggles in innocent populations yearning for peace.’ 


Billing himself as a ‘‘humble encourager of the humble, a 
brother infusing confidence in the brethren,”’ Pope John Paul 
told the approximately 33 million inhabitants of. the eight 
countries that he hopes the visit will ‘‘foster effective change, 
above all in interior attitudes, through its message of faith, 
brotherhood and justice.’’ 


The papal message stressed the trips’ ‘‘essentially religious 
character, deriving from the Church’s mission and the ministry 
entrusted by Christ to Peter and his successors: to preach faith 
and salvation in Christ Jesus to the man of today.”’

‘Spare the liturgy’ 


Here’s one for Ripley’s Believe It Or Not! The following 
musical selections were taken from an order of service for the 
wedding of John Doe and Jane Dough (only the names have been 
changed to protect the innocent). The reader will also be relieved 
to know that the ceremony took place in another diocese, far to 
the east. 


For the processional song, John and Jane chose I Only Have 
Eyes For You. Following a reading from The Prophet by Kahil 
Gibran (why should God’s word have a prominent place in the 
sacrament celebrated?) the wedding guests were treated to Longer 
at the preparation of the gifts. Unfortunately, the “liturgy” 
lasted still longer, because the communion procession was 
covered by These are a Few of My Favorite Things. The coup de grace 
was When I’m ’64 as John and Jane left the church (presumably to 
the corporate relief of the assembled congregation!) 


Aside from the fact that these musical selections were tasteless, 
trite and trivialized the solemnity of the occasion, John and Jane 
also violated one of the prime tenets of good liturgy. Liturgy is 
the celebration of the entire faith-community. It is not just John 
and Jane’s ‘‘moment in the sun’”’ or Timmy or Suzie’s baptism, 
or Fred’s entry into eternal life that is being ritualized. Liturgy is 
our corporate memorial and celebration of one or another facet of 
the Paschal Mystery of Jesus Christ and how this mystery is 
manifest daily in our lives. Liturgy’s primary concern is the 


' worship of God; thus it is the nature of the liturgy itself which 


determines the kind of music called for. 


The lyrics of songs chosen for any liturgy should express the 
Christian concept of life/death, rather than one which is purely 
secular. (What does When I’m ’64 say of permanence or Beyond the 
Reef of eternal life? For that matter, what does Mother Dear, O Pray 
Jor Me! say when used to cover the communion procession?) The 
Constitution on Sacred Liturgy No. 121 was very clear in its 
directive that the lyrics of songs chosen for liturgy ‘‘must always 
be in conformity with Catholic doctrine, indeed they should be 
drawn chiefly from Holy Scripture, and from liturgical sources.’’ 


Before one ‘“‘insists’’ that a particular piece of music be 
included in a liturgical celebration, the following three criteria 
must be met: (1) The music selected must fulfill a role of service, 
1.¢., it must facilitate worship. (2) The music must invite and 
involve congregational participation, either through singing or 
prayerful listening. (3) The music must be an integral part of the 
liturgy. It must never give the impression of being ‘‘tacked on.”’ 


Play Hawaiian Wedding Song at the reception or Going Home at 
the wake, but spare the liturgy!

Our Christian Way of Life

One of the tendencies the years have induced in me is 
to look beyond questions asked of me to the possible 
reason for their asking. One does not always ask from 
curiosity or the desire to know and_ understand. 
Sometimes we ask in the hope that the answer might 
vindicate a decision or course of action of which we are 
doubtful. So when someone asks if mature friendship is 
possible between a man and a woman, I wonder what lies 
behind the words. 


Mature friendship between men and women is, of 
course, ‘as possible as between anyone else — provided we 
understand what is true maturity and true friendship. 
The second part of the question — “‘Is it of Ged?’’ — is 
even more interesting. Any time two people resound to 
each other in’ warm, loving relationship, they are 
witnessing to the life of Christ within them. Friendship is 
the ‘‘agape’’ to which all Christians are called. 


THAT IS NOT to say that all relationships that go 
under the name of friendship reflect the love that Christ 
had for His friends, male and female. Far from it. Many 
times they illuminate quite different scenes — those in 
which human beings use and exploit each other and which 
may actually be destructive to what is best in the other. 
Mature friendships are not possible between immature 
people. 

Two qualities seem to me to predominate in a true 
friendship — acceptance and relinquishment. We need to 
accept our friends as they are and to allow them to live

friendship, a gift of God 


their own lives without trying to possess or bind them to 
us. A male/female friendship, for instance, is no 
substitute for a poor marital relationship and may, in fact, 
be no more than a delusion. It is quite possible to classify 
as an “‘innocent, God-inspired’’ friendship what is 
actually a courtship, the preliminary to an unadmitted 
love affair of a very different kind. 

Some relationships we call friendships are no more than 
pleasant acquaintanceships; some are little more than a 
coming together of people who like to do the same things 
or who think the same way on certain issues: some have 
their basis in our desire to be more closely associated with 
an admired person or group. And then there are those 
friendships which fall into their own place as warm, loving 
relationships, more enduring than those other so-called 
friendships, in which we may relax and find 
reinforcement and honesty, caring and real concern, and 
yet different from the loving union of marriage or family. 


THE TROUBLE comes in discerning which is which. 
When we are yet immature and at the mercy of our half- 
understood needs, it is easy to confuse the kinds of 
feelings we have for each other, or deliberately to delude 
ourselves about them. It is one of the paradoxes of 
relationships like friendship that it becomes most truly our 
own when we are prepared to allow the others complete 
freedom to live their lives as they choose and be the kinds 
of persons they are. Sometimes, if there is the need, we 
may have to risk that friendship by pointing out a friend’s 


error or folly, but that is one of the costs of truth, and a ~ 


person who recoils from it is no true friend. 


When a friendship is important to us it is only natural 
that we should want it to be forever. When it is 
reinforcing and enhances our self-esteem and sense of 
value as a person, we may convince ourselves that we 
cannot live without it and allow panic to sneak in and 
make us grasping and jealous. Then we will destroy the 
very thing we value because we do not have the right to” 
make such demands. 


If our friendship is of God, then it must reflect the ways 
‘of God, whether our friend is man or woman — or for 
that matter, a child. God’s friendship is the highest form 
of loving because it is wholly other-centered. His love for 
us can never be in question, and yet He allows us total 
freedom to go where we will and do what we will. His love 
and forgiveness never falter and when we find our way 
back to Him, we belong in a way we could never have 
belonged if He had kept us bound and imposed His will 
upon us. 


AND LIKE GOD’S own, our friendships should not 
be exclusive. Life, as Sydney Smith, an 18th century 
philosopher said, is to be fortified by many friendships. 
‘To love and be loved is the greatest happiness of human 
existence. If we understand our friendships as the 
‘“fagape’’ to which as Christians we are called, we will not 
need to ask if they are of God, nor will we be so open to 
self-deception. 


: Penance: Yes and no 


We’ve no sooner begun Lent than problems arise. The 
notion of penance has been bandied about so much and in 
so many different fashions lately, people are confused. We 
cite as examples some recent letters asking for advice: 


* Oe OK 


‘My heart is in the right place but my tummy isn’t. 
Last year I tried to follow. the Rice Bowl menu and I 
gained 10 pounds because of all those starches — bread, 
rice, pudding, beans. Would it be all right if I just ate as I 


‘do ordinarily? I could get back down to my normal 


weight. ”’

““When I grew up we were told that we should not go to 
movies during Lent so as to do penance. Is it possible the 
situation may have changed? Some of today’s movies are 
so bad, I think it would be all right to go and see some of 
them for Lent. In this way I would be doing extraordinary 
penance.”’

“In our state the governor has put a sales tax on 
alcoholic beverages sold in bars and in restaurants. I 
know it has been customary to advise people to give up 
alcoholic beverages during Lent, but I figure this way: if I 
went and drank more than my usual rounds, I would be

helping the state budget and find a meaningful way to: 
give money to the poor. Would not that be a work of 
charity and alms?”’

“I’m caught in a bind. There are so many parish 
meetings going on and things I am told I should attend as 
a parishioner. “Now I would love to go to these meetings 
because I enjoy them. You can always take on the priest 
and challenge some of the know-it-alls. What would really 
be a penance for me would be to stay home with the 
hubby and hear the same old stories and listen to the usual 
complaints about his job. What should I do — my bit as a 
parishioner, or suffer with my spouse?’’

“Some of your experts on spirituality give bad advice. 
For example, I am a priest and I make it a rule never to 
open any letters from my chancery or from the bishop 
until the end of a given year. (It saves time and energy.) 
But when I read some Catholic author who told me I 
ought to tend to my obligations as a form of penance, I 
decided to open my mail. Then I found out that I was 
transferred to another parish six months ago. What do I 
do now?”’ ‘

““T was touched by my pastor’s sermon on doing 


penance in Lent. For over a year I have not watched ‘The 
Phil Donahue Show’ because I hate the man and his 
guests, especially those wild-eyed priests who make foolish 
remarks. But Father’s sermon touched my heart and I 
decided to do penance by watching the program. The first 
time I turned it on, there was my pastor saying he felt no 
person living in these troubled times had to do special acts 
of penance because the world was penitential enough. I 
turned Donahue and Father off; now I’m looking for 
another parish.’

These are not as wild as they seem. In the great 
“throwing out the baby with the bath water’’ post- 
Vatican II, penance really took a beating. It was 
downplayed; appeals were made to interpret it yourself. 
Everything was penance and nothing was penance. 
Ironically the present times are making us penitential. 
People who hadn’t thought of it for a while are attending 
Mass, making an occasional confession. Some are doing 
without things they never thought they could give up. 
This year’s Synod at Rome intends to discuss ‘‘Penance 
in the Church.’’ Since there are still a few weeks of Lent 
remaining, why don’t you and I use the time to get some 
practice in the matter? Then we can share our experiences 
with others. 


Not our views, but yours 


‘Malicious’? 

I must seriously question why a letter 
such as Mr. Eugene Michael Cianflone’s 
would be given the dignity of publication 
in the Southern Cross (March 3). In my 
opinion, the letter was malicious and 
serves no purpose other than to wound, 
dishearten and possibly undermine the 
ministry of the newest presbyter in the 
Diocese of San Diego. 


T have no idea where Mr. Cianflone is

occasion and the movement of the Holy 
Spirit by publishing the ramblings of one 
disgruntled ‘‘newcomer’’ to San Diego. 


One further point — when Mr. 
Cianflone can produce the credentials 
giving him the expertise to dismiss the 
liturgy of Ordination as ‘‘undignified,’’ I 
will be more than happy to debate with 
him the appropriateness of anything that 
was done. 

A separate issue is the relegation of the 
article dealing with the presentation of the 
Creed to Page 8 of the Southern Cross. If 
our priority as Church is not initiating 
new members through the saving waters 
of Baptism, we should best reexamine our 
fidelity to the command of Jesus: ‘‘...go, 
therefore, and make disciples of all the 
nations. Baptize them in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Spirit.’” (Matthew 28:19). 

Somehow I feel the fact that over 260 
“elect’’ will be baptized at the Easter 
Vigil will have a much greater impact, in 
the long run, on the life of our diocese 


than Archbishop Szoka of Detroit calling 
for the resignation of Sr. Agnes Mary 
Mansour. 


I realize, as Abraham Lincoln once 
said, that ‘“‘you can never please all the 
people all the time.’’ I do, however, feel 
the above issues cry out to heaven for 
redress.

SAN CARLOS — Six years ago Ken 
and Pam Leininger went on a Marriage 
Encounter weekend that opened them up 
“*to seeing the needs of the world.’’ Since 
then they’ve seen down-and-outers, 
orphans and refugees, and they have 
changed their priorities and rearranged 
their lives in order to help them. 


Pain, who is a media librarian for the 
San Diego diocese, and Ken, a battalion 
chief for the San Diego Fire Department, 
live in San Carlos with their two children, 
Jeff, 11, and Jill, 10. 

THE COUPLE have never had “‘big 
dreams,’’ Ken said, but just the desire for 
a moderate home, moderate car and good 
health. They had accomplished those 
goals before they went on the weekend 
retreat that encouraged them “‘to share 
the love we have as a couple and a 
family,’’ Pam said. 

The first person they opened their 
home to was a transient with a drinking 
problem. Ken was working at a 
downtown fire station in 1977 when the 
man wandered in, needing work. 

Ken later tracked the man down by 
calling the social service agency he had 
directed him to. The Leiningers let the 
man stay in their travel trailer, but finally 
had to ask him to leave because Pam 
didn’t feel safe with him there. 


THE COUPLE initially labored for 
two years at the Catholic Worker soup 
kitchen. ‘‘I guess we always felt that was 
our apostolate — the poor,’’ Pam said. 


.For years Ken had wanted to help 
someone across the border. Pam got the 
idea of giving Christmas presents to 
orphans in Tijuana. They went to 
Tijuana, made a list of 210 names and 
asked fellow parishioners at Our Lady of 
Grace in El Cajon to provide the presents. 

“*People were really generous,’’ Pam 
said; her husband says people really want 
to alleviate suffering in Mexico but are 
afraid to cross the border. kre. 

The couple ‘‘fell in love’’ with the 
orphans and made a New Year’s 


resolution to visit once a month. Often 
they take others with them, and once led a 
caravan of parish families. 

Once Ken unwittingly hugged a child, 
only to find the other youngsters had 
formed a line waiting to be held. The 
Sisters who staff the orphanage don’t hold 
the children because they don’t have the 
time, the Leiningers said. 


KEN AND PAM’S children go with 
them to. Tijuana. ‘‘They weren’t nuts 
about it at first,’? Ken said, ‘‘but now 
they like it.”” The Leininger children have 
often had to be accommodating. When 
their parents agreed to house a 
Hungarian couple through Catholic 
Community Services’ Refugee 
Resettlement Center, Jill and Jeff had to 
share a room. 


In February 1978 the couple had one 
day’s notice that they could house the 
Budapest couple. Ken spent the day 
finding a double bed, hauling it to San 
Carlos and setting it up. 


‘‘They shared with us that since they 
had_ been married they’d never slept in a 
bed,’’ Pam said. Before the couple’s two- 
and-a-half-month stay with the 
Leiningers they had lived in an Italian 
refugee camp. 


TWO MONTHS after the 
Hungarians found work and moved out 
of state, the Leiningers gave a room to a 
20-year-old Bulgarian girl who ‘‘needed a 
lot of guidance.’’ Her parents had never 
let her do anything on her own, and she 
literally had to be taught how to make a 
sandwich, said Pam. 

Through ‘‘Up -With People’ and 
“‘Innerstudy,’’ somewhat like exchange 
student programs, the San Carlos couple 
have lived with young adults from Spain, 
Norway and Japan. 


Their latest concern is a family from 
Afghanistan struggling to get by while 
trying to gain a foothold in San Diego. 
The family of six decided to move when 
their father was killed during the Soviet 
invasion of the country. 


IN AFGHANISTAN they were

members of the upper class. The eldest is 
a 33-year-old. gynecologist. One was a 
policeman, another worked as a 
pharmacist. One is a third-year medical 
school student. 


The Jewish Defense League brought 
the family to Florida 18 months ago. 
They gave up jobs there to take their 
arthritic mother to San Diego and its 
preferred climate. 


The family came here with optimism 
— bought furniture ‘and rented a 
$425-a-month North Park house. But 
none of them has landed a job. The 
youngest, a 24-year-old man, had filled 
out 200 applications one week when he 
walked up to Ken at a fire station saying 
he would do any work for $1. ‘‘He was 
hurting that bad,’’ Ken said. 


HE TURNED the man _ away. 
Immediately afterward he talked on the 
telephone to Pam, who encouraged him 
to find the man. A search proved futile. 


At Mass that week ‘‘I think we both 
prayed about it and wished we had a 
second chance,’’ Ken said. It came. A 
week later his crew was returning from a 
fire when he ‘saw the man crossing the 
street. 


Living each day in a ‘Catholic and apostolic way’ | 


Ken took the man’s name and address 
and put an appeal in the Our Lady of 
Grace parish bulletin asking for work for 
the family. There have been 10 responses 
for odd jobs. 


‘“‘THEY’RE WILLING to do 
anything. They believe that if they can 
get along for the next six to eight months’”’ 
they will survive, Ken said. 


The family has had to live simply 
because their rent has jumped $650; their 
total food bill for January for six adults 
was just $72.03. 


The people are Muslims ‘‘who live 
their faith,’’ Ken said. ‘“They believe so 
strongly that God is watching over them. 
This is a time of suffering so they can 
appreciate what is to come.’’ 


THE LEININGERS don’t regret any 
of their experiences in giving. ‘‘It’s 
always been fun,’’ Ken said. He credits

He keeps track of the pimp’s stable of girls and ex- 
actly how many johns they put up a night. Her tally had 
better square with what Mark turns over to the pimp. You 
see, the pimp makes a big thing out of honesty, integrity, 
and trust. Besides, he has to pay off once a week to the 
Organized crime goons who will beat him up with iron 
pipes and then waste him if he’s late with his franchise 
payment. 


Runners are especially useful at recruiting more kids for 
the industry. Runaways pour into our cities by the dozens 
every day. They're almost always smart enough to be 
suspicious of the friendly, smooth-talking adult who offers

Jimmy is great at winning their confidence. Kids let their 
guard down more easily with other kids, especially with 
eager, softspoken gee-whiz, helpful Jimmy.

You can stay with me 
for a few days. Until you get a job and your own place. I can 
help you, says Jimmy. The kids do exactly that. Jimmy 
does have a nice place and the TV is color and there’s all 
the kinds of food a kid would like, and maybe some beer 
and tae a little grass, and maybe just a little porn lying 
around. :

The runaway spends a nice couple of days. Everything is 
really cool. Jimmy has money and is generous—and he 
has generous friends—who after a couple of “investment 
days” offer the kid a lot of money for some very easy sex— 
and the kid doesn’t have to do anything. The next nightit's 
the same, only the tip is bigger and maybe some pictures 
are taken. And it wasn’t so bad. After a week, the kid is do- 
ing things he never thought he could ever do—and the in- 
vitation to pay back the “loans” is demanding and brutal. 


Jimmy has scored again. Now another kid works the 
street or gets marketed to acall boy service, or as adancer 
in a strip joint, or even to a wealthy john into kids. Jimmy 
knows all about it. You see, that’s what happened to him. 


Jesus said some very strong things about giving scan- 
dal, that is, leading, inducing, seducing, forcing people 
into sin, especially kids. Woe betide them, He said. Jesus 
didn't have a vindictive bone in His body. He taught us 
what real forgiveness means. Yet He speaks of millstones 


- around the necks of people who give scandal to kids. Win- 


some and winning Jimmy has been scandalized and cor- 
rupted and the corrupted young has become the corruptor.

necks of people who give scandal to kids.” 


Because some very evil and greedy men want to make 
money by pandering to our sick lusts. 


It is sometimes convenient to-argue that prostitution, as

profoundly Christian desire of married 
couples, who would otherwise remain 
childless except by outside clinical 
intervention, to have children of their 
own. But how does the Church address 
the licitness of clearly unnatural and 
artificial means to an apparently 
justifiable end? 


ARE THE rent-a-womb business and 


artificial insemination of an (un)married 
woman by someone other than her 
husband the moral equivalent of 
adultery? Does technology now 
“‘legitimize’’ the offspring of out-of- 
wedlock pregnancy? 

All of these new technologies rely on 
the external redirection of the 
reproductive processes; no distinction is 
made between the married and the 
unmarried. From a Christian perspective 
new life is the result of a creative 
partnership between husband and wife 
and God; has procreation now become a 
laboratory procedure rather than the 
expression of married love? 


Already within the diocese, there is a 
test-tube baby clinic in operation at the 
UCSD medical school’s department of 
reproductive medicine, under the 
direction of Dr. Samuel Yen. The 
enthusiastic support shown by the media 
for single-parenting and non-parent 
parenting only increases the pressure felt 
by childless couples to consider the ‘‘test- 
tube’’ approach to procreation as no 
different than any other clinical 
procedure. 

BUT CLERGY and others involved in 
pre-cana work, natural family planning 
and marriage counseling must ask: As a 


matter of conscience, does this radical 


new approach to parenting fall within the 
norms of the natural law and the 
magisterium of the Church? 


Pope Pius XII addressed the issue at 
least four times from 1949 to 1958, and 
said it is ‘‘absolutely to be rejected”’ on 
natural law grounds: 


© ‘Artificial fecundation outside of 
marriage must be purely and simply 
condemned as immoral....’’ 


e “Artificial fecundation within 
marriage, but produced by the active 
element of a third party is equally 
immoral and as such deserves unqualified 
condemnation....’’ 


TO REDUCE marriage ‘“‘to mere 
organic function for the transmission of 
the germ of life would be to convert the 
domestic hearth, sanctuary of the family, 
into nothing more than a_ biological 
laboratory,’’ warned the pope. 


““The conjugal act,’’ he added, ‘‘in its 
natural structure is a personal action...the 
expression of mutual self-giving which, in 
the words of Holy Scripture, effects the 
union ‘in one flesh.’ ’’ . 


This theme was further developed by 
Pope Paul VI in his encyclical Humanae 
Vitae. The pontiff said-the ‘‘unitive’’ and 
““procreative’’ aspects of sexual 
intercourse could not be morally 
separated for whatever end, including a 
presumed good. : 


THE CONJUGAL act, as it comes 
from God, he argued, at one and the 
same time unites husband and wife in 
mutual love, a love which is always and 
intrinsically ordered to at least the 
possibility of conception. Hence, the 
pope’s rejection of artificial 
contraception, which by the separation of

these two aspects, renders the conjugal act 
less than fully human. 


If a case is made for the rejection of in 
vitro fertilization solely because of the 
illicit means by which the husband’s 
sperm is obtained, notes Dr. Michael G. 
Kielty, a gynecologist-obstetrician and 
chairman of the diocesan Medical 
Advisory Committee, then there is ‘‘only 
one exception within the moral norms of 


“the Church.”’ 
That, he said, would involve 
repositioning within the wife the 


husband’s sperm immediately following 
intercourse, where internal blockage or 
some other condition would normally 
prevent fertilization. 


CALLED “assisted insemination,”’ 
the procedure was exempted from Pope 
Pius’ 1949 condemnation of artificial 
insemination as long as the medical 
intervention was ‘‘designed only to 
facilitate the natural act or enable that 
act, done in the normal way, to attain its 
end.”’ 


What papal teaching there is on the 
issue, writes Benedictine Father Paul 
Marx, acknowledges that while children 
are the natural end of the marriage act, 
the act itself must be fully human. 
Human sexuality is aimed not merely at 
producing children, maintains Father 
Marx, but at generating them. in 
accordance with the ‘‘dignity and 
sacredness of human life itself. And the 
use of human sexuality in reproduction 
must truly be human — which is exactly 
the same as to say that it must be in 
accordance with God’s laws.”’ 


It may be argued from a pro-life 
standpoint that the UCSD reproductive- 
medicine facility, at the same time it helps 
women to get pregnant, is also the moral 
equivalent of an abortion clinic. In virtro 
fertilization normally involves the 
fertilization of more than one ovum, only 
one of which is implanted; the rest are 


either discarded or used for experimental 
_ purposes. 


A REQUEST by Southern Cross to 
interview UCSD’s Dr. Yen was turned 
down. After informing him that the paper 
was published by the Roman Catholic 


. Diocese of San Diego, an aide said Dr. 
Yen would be ‘‘unavailable for comment 


for some time.’’ She denied, however, 
that the doctor was refusing to be 
interviewed. 

Like many other physicians 
specializing in obstetrics, Dr. Kielty 
receives requests for abortions and other 
“‘reproductive’’-related procedures. ‘‘I 
can’t participate in these things and if my 
patients ask me I respectfully tell them I 
am unable to do so,” he said. 


The UCSD reproductive medicine 
facility is ‘‘very legitimate within the 
profession, surely, but Catholic moral 
theologians might find certain aspects of 
their work contrary to Church teaching,”’ 
he said. 


TO DR. KIELTY, the disposal of 
unused fertilized ova during in vitro 
fertilization, like a direct abortion itself, 
poses a serious moral problem: “‘If you 
regard conception as the beginning of 
fetal life, the answer is abundantly 
plain.”’ 

““As in all scientific endeavors, 
experimentation is the rule. A percentage 
will be successful, the balance 
unsuccessful. We all started off from the 
same point of origin. It’s euphemistically 
called ‘a product of conception’ but it’s a 
new life — period!’’

The position of the Church here is 
scientifically tenable, says Dr. Kielty: 
“Of course the Church is well-equipped 
in this area. It has medical and scientific 
resources to consult and fall back on.”’ 


THE STANDARDS of the medical 
profession itself are being called into 
question by abortion and some of the 
procedures used in reproductive 
medicine, said the doctor. 


In Nazi Germany, he said, abortion led 
to euthanasia ‘‘and other atrocities’’ 
because physicians were unwilling to 
adhere to a ‘‘higher’’ ethical norm. The 
oath of Hippocrates, which prohibits 
abortion, he added, is at best an 
“idealized concept, but not sworn to or 
formally recited’? by new physicians. 


With reproductive research 
laboratories becoming potential second 
bedrooms for both the married and the 
unmarried, the words of Pope John Paul 
II to the Pontifical Academy of Sciences 
last Oct. 23 take on added meaning. 
Science and technology must be at the 
service of human life, and not the other 
way around, said the pontiff, who 
condemned any experimentation with the 
human embrya:

OTHER BURGLARS are willing to 
settle for smaller spoils. The rectory at 
Our Lady of the Rosary parish downtown 
has been broken into at least four times, 
Mary Dentone, parish secretary, said. As 
the priests slept, the burglars took wallets 
from trouser pockets. Once, as a priest 
was sleeping in his room, a burglar 
entered and took his wallet from the 
bedside table. 


Barnabite Father Vincent Posillico, the 
pastor, remembers coming home and 
confronting an intruder in the rectory 
kitchen. The burglar’s partner was 
waiting outside the window. 


Father Posillico led the man outside 
where he talked with the pair, hoping a 
_ patrolman would cruise by. When no help 
arrived he had to let them leave, but 
nothing was taken. 


CHURCHES OUTSIDE of the 
downtown area are not immune to thefts 
and burglaries. St. James Church in 
Solana Beach has been broken into twice 
since it was built two years ago. The 
burglars did not vandalize — ‘‘they were 
strictly after cash,’’ Msgr. William Spain, 
the pastor said. They were successful in 
finding money only once, Msgr. Spain 
added. 

After the first crime, more 
precautionary measures were taken, 
Msgr. Spain said. He declined to detail 
the steps taken, but said he is convinced 
the church is ‘‘not vulnerable’? now. . 

MSGR. RUDOLPH Galindo, rector 
of St. Joseph Cathedral, can’t speak with 


as much confidence. ‘‘We have to call the. 


police five or six times a day,’’ Msgr. 
Galindo said. Purse snatchers create the 
biggest problem, the rector said. 


Women have had their purses taken as 
they pray in the cathedral. Panhandlers 
ask for money and when the person gives 
change, the street people will sometimes

demand a dollar, Msgr. Galindo said. 
“‘Leave the charity to us,’’ he said, 
warning visitors to the cathedral to ignore 
the requests. 


At times, transients have used the 
cathedral as a bedroom and a bathroom. 
Heaters have been urinated on and the 
sacristy has been desecrated with 
excrement, the monsignor said. 


ONCE THE staff mistakenly left a 
door open during a dinner for the 
downtown poor sponsored by the 
cathedral and St. Vincent de Paul. 
Someone entered the sacristy and stole 
vestments. Later it was discovered the 
vestments were being sold near Horton 
Plaza. 


Entry was once gained to the cathedral 
by removing the doors, Msgr. Galindo 
said. Acts like that have required the 
installation of alarms and surveillance by 
maintenance men and a security guard. 


The guard, David Piner, was recently 
recognized by San Diego Police Chief Bill 
Kolender for preventing a rape. ‘“This 
assistance led to the apprehension of the 
suspect,’’ Chief Kolender said. 


THE SECURITY guard was hired, 
Msgr. Galindo said, because ‘‘the 
Church today has an added responsibility 
to make adequate safety provisions...we 
have been forced to do this. 


“We don’t want to frighten our 
cathedral visitors,’’ Msgr. Galindo said, 
but people must be warned not to tarry 
bulky purses and not to give in to the 
demands of panhandlers. 


Parishioners at Christ the King parish 
are well aware of the chronic problem 
there. Twice a week, sometimes more, 
churchgoers’ cars are broken into, Jesuit 
Father Michael Kennedy, pastor of the 
32nd Street parish, said. 


CAR BATTERIES and stereos are 
“hot items,’’ he said. Members of the 
Men’s Action Group enlist volunteers to 


patrol the parking areas during the 9 a.m. 


Sunday Mass. It has slowed, but not 
stopped the problem, Father Kennedy 
noted. : 


In his six years at Christ the King the 
church has never been broken into or 
vandalized, the priest said. The side door 
of the, church, always visible to office 
staff, is open until 6 p.m. to allow people 
to pray. 


The rectory was broken into twice last.

year. In another break-in, a priest awoke 
and saw a leg coming through the 
bedroom window. The intruder fled when 
the priest yelled, Father Kennedy 
remembered. 


STATISTICS PROVIDED by 
Catholic Relief Insurance show that in 
1982 there were 39 reported cases of thefts 
and burglaries in the diocese; losses 
amounted to $29,410. In 1981 there were 
10 more cases (49) but the dollar loss was 
$28,838, lower than the previous year. 


Standing out in the statistics is 1980, 
when 58 incidents of reported burglary 
and theft resulted in a net loss of $35,857. 
That represents a 54 percent jump from 


the year before when 36 reported cases 
totaled $16,605. 


IN 1980 a string of Catholic and non- 
Catholic churches were burglarized by 
professionals who also were believed to 
have hit the Los Angeles area. That year 
four San Diego diocesan priests were 
robbed in their rectories, including Father 
John Lucev of St. Michael parish in 
Poway, who was shot at, but escaped 
unharmed. 
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Churches are fair game for arsonists and burglars 


Incidents of vandalism, apparently less 
of a problem than burglaries and thefts, 
nonetheless are occurring at a steadily 
increasing rate. Vandalism reports 
numbered 12 in 1982 at a total loss of 
$5,688. In 1981 seven incidents resulted 
in $2,196 in damages. In 1979 the six 
reports of vandalism cost the diocese 
$1,505. 


Church security, Hinkle said, 


sometimes requires more than just alarm 
systems and outside lighting. ‘‘We stress 
really heavily that the pastors get the 
collections into the bank’’ as soon as 
possible. Collections should never be kept 
overnight, he warned. 


LOS ANGELES — Burial for the 
16,433 abortion victims discovered more 
than a year ago in an abandoned shipping 
container has again been delayed through 
the legal maneuvering of a Los Angeles 
abortion clinic. Los Angeles Superior 
Court Judge Eli Chernow had granted a 
request by the Catholic League for 
Religious and Civil Rights that the court 
authorize burial.

Charities’ role threatened? 


An unusual coalition of non-profit 
organizations and business groups is 
engaged in a new battle with the Reagan 
administration over a proposal to tighten 
federal rules against gn yne by 
recipients of federal grants. 


The battle over the ‘‘subsidized 
lobbying”’ rules may not be stirring much 
interest around the country, but in the 
nation’s capital the debate has spawned 
numerous charges that the new rules go 
far beyond what is necessary and clearly 
violate the Constitution’s guarantee of 


. free speech. 


SO HOT is the debate that the 


administration in late February said it 


would be revising the proposals and - 


would extend the period for public 
comment before the rules go into effect. 
But critics, including the National 
Conference of Catholic Charities, argue 
that the basis for the proposal is so flawed 
that the rules should be entirely 
withdrawn. 


At issue is the long-standing 
proposition that federal funds should not 
be used by private groups or non-profit 
organizations to influence legislation, 
except in limited circumstances. 
Proponents of the new rules contend the 
administration is simply trying to put 
some teeth into the law by, for example, 
requiring recipients of federal money to 
maintain separate staffs for advocacy and 
by prohibiting them from lobbying 
legislators or other elected officials. 


At a hearing by a House subcommittee 
last week the proposal was attacked 
sharply by a Catholic Charities 
representative who said the new rules 
could lead to an even bigger government 
bureaucracy.

Sister's ‘massage 
parlor threatened

ST. PAUL, Minn. (NC) — A nun and two other 
masseuses who opened a massage center in St. Paul have 
refused to comply with licensing requirements they say 


are designed to regulate prostitution. 


Sister Rosalind Gefre of the Sisters of St. Joseph of 
Carondelet, Dorothy Eide and Patricia Brennan are 


for Catholic Charities of Brooklyn, N.Y., 
said in remarks prepared for the 
subcommittee that the pending rules are 
unworkable because, for instance, groups 
using government funds to provide 
refugee assistance would be prohibited 
from commenting on how those rules can 
be improved. 


Another example she cited was foster 
care. “‘It became apparent some years 
back that the foster care system was 
sluggish, that thousands and thousands of 
children were being stuck there rather 
than being returned to or moved to 
permanence in a family,’’ she said. 


She added that non-profit groups who 
use state and federal funds to provide 
such services appealed for changes in 
federal law to rectify the situation. ‘‘Was 
this inappropriate behavior on our part?”? 


she asked. 


IF THE new rules are put into effect, 
she warned, delivery of human services 
under government contract may be 
abandoned by groups such as Gatholic 
Charities agencies, leaving the 
government with no one but itself to 
administer such programs. 


Other examples of activity that would 
be prohibited, according to critics of the 
proposal, include appearances at a zoning 
hearing by officials of a halfway house, or 
use of the same office copier for both 
internal business and sending a report to 
Congress. 


Also at issue is the extent of the alleged 
abuses. themselves. The Reagan 
administration says it has SESE mel of 


commingling of federal grant activity with 
private political advocacy, but critics say 


the administration is only able to cite a _ 


few purported abuses even though there 
are several hundred thousand non-profit 
groups that might be affected. 


THE ISSUE goes beyond non-profits 
to include private industry’s contracts 
with the federal government, particularly 
defense contracts. That’s why even the 
U.S. Chamber of Commerce has said it 
opposes the new rules in their original 
form. 


But the most heat on the issue is 
coming from the non-profit sector, which 


maintains that it will be most hurt by the 
rules because many of its members are too 
small to maintain separate staffs for their 
government contract and advocacy 
activities. 


The non-profits also call it ironic that 
the proposal is coming from the same 
administration that has been emphasizing 
the role of private sector initiatives and 
voluntarism as well as the elimination of 
red tape. Voluntary groups like Catholic 
Charities have played a vital role of public 
service, a role which critics say could be 
destroyed or at least seriously harmed by 
such burdensome new regulations.

encourage use of a new 24-hour, toll-free 
hotline to report possible violations. 


Last April 30 President Reagan 
directed the departments of Justice and 
Health and Human Services to apply to 
the newborn the civil rights regulations 
protecting the handicapped. In May 
HHS warned hospitals that they could 
lose federal funds if they assisted in any 
efforts to ‘‘withhold treatment or 
nourishment discriminatorily.”’ 


The warning held the _ hospitals 
responsible for the conduct of physicians 
and medical staff. 


THE REGULATIONS followed the 
death of Infant Doe, a_ six-day-old 
handicapped child, in Bloomington, Ind., 
last April. The child’s parents, backed by 
the family doctor and the state’s highest 
court, allowed food and treatment to be 
withheld after the child was born with 
Down’s syndrome and other respiratory 
and digestive complications requiring 
major surgery. 

Down’s syndrome — also known as 
“‘mongolism’’ — is a deformity which is 
frequently accompanied by mental 
retardation and other problems.

wave of protests from pro-life and 
handicapped rights groups. ‘‘Infanticide 
is a form of barbarism which our nation 
should emphatically reject,’’ Dr. John C. 
Willke, president of the National Right to 
Life Committee, said following Infant 
Doe’s death. 


THOMAS R. DONNELLY Jr., 
acting HHS secretary, said March 2 that 
the new regulations are intended to 
strengthen the administration’s ability to 
deal with such cases and that HHS would 
rely on help from state and local agencies 
“‘for speedy complaint investigations.’’ 


Since last May, according to an HHS 
spokesman, the department has 
investigated about five cases of alleged 
denial of treatment, but none of the cases 
were resolved by the cutting off of funds 
because they were not found to have been 
in violation. 


Gary Curran of the American Life 
Lobby charged that HHS ‘‘has been 
dragging its feet terribly on this thing”’ 
and said the new regulations came only 
after the American Life Lobby brought 
the matter to the attention of the 
president. But an HHS spokesman said, 
“It takes a while to come up with the best 
solution.”’ 
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challenging city ordinances that forced the closing of their 
Professional Massage Center in the Crocus Commons 
shopping mall two days after it opened in mid-February. 


ON FEB. 22 a district court judge granted the three 
women a temporary injunction that allows the center to 
remain open while the ordinance is appealed. A court 
hearing was scheduled for March 21. 

Sister Gefre. said the women are seeking a new law 
regulating respectable massage centers as distinguished 
from places for prostitution. 

City regulations require masseuses to pass a test 
demonstrating knowledge of massage, and massage 
businesses are charged a fee of $500. Exceptions are made 


for health professionals and massage facilities within - 


athletic clubs like YWCAs. 


LICENSING OFFICIAL Joseph Carchedi said the 
ordinances are not designed to license prostitution but to 
regulate business, just as other ordinances regulate health 
clinics and liquor stores. He said the fees for liquor 
licenses, electronic game arcades and junkyards are as 
high or higher than the $500 charged massage businesses. 


Sister Gefre said she views massage as part of her 
ministry. Giving massages is ‘‘healing like Jesus did,”’ 
she said. ‘‘In the context of massage, I am a deeply 
religious woman. I read Scripture a lot, and every time 
that Jesus did healing, he touched.” 


Gefre worked at a YWCA in Fargo, N.D., giving 
massages for seven years and, since coming to the 
St.Paul-Minneapolis Archdiocese three years ago, she has 
given massages at a shelter for women and at a convent 

_ for retired sisters. Many people whom she has massaged 
have asked her for spiritual, moral or marriage 
counseling, she said, adding that she often prays with her 
clients.

Chinese Catholics pay a high price for their faith 


SANTA ROSA, Calif. (NC) — 
Chinese priests disagree about whether it 
would have been better to set up a 
Church-in-exile after the Communist 
takeover of China or to remain and suffer 
with the people, as many priests did, 
Bishop Mark J. Hurley of Santa Rosa 
said. : 

Bishop Hurley visited China recently 
and had interviews with four Chinese 
priests, three of whom spent more than 20 
years each in communist jails there, and 
one of whom has lived in exile for 30 
years. 


BISHOP HURLEY, chairman of the 
U.S. bishops’ Committee on Social 
Development and World Peace, visited 
China after attending a conference on 
social action held in-Sri Lanka by the 
Asian Bishops’ Conference. 


“‘Father Aloysius Chew (a pseudonym) 
spent over 20 years in Communist jails,’’ 
Bishop Hurley said. ‘‘He said that the 
Catholic Church in China was 
unprepared for the Red persecution and it 
would have been better had the priests 
fled the country and formed a Church-in- 
exile as the English did at Douai, France, 
during the times of Henry VIII and 
Elizabeth.’’ Father Chew said too many 
priests were lost to prisons and 
executions. 


Born of an old Catholic family, Father 
Chew remained at his parish after the 
Communist takeover. ‘‘Almost 
immediately plainclothes agents took to 
monitoring all his sermons, to entering 
the rectory at any hour,”’ the bishop said. 
‘*By 1951 he was publicly denounced as a 
landowner, the parish site measuring 
slightly under two acres. 


‘““THEN PUBLIC Mass was 
restricted to the feast of the Assumption 
and Christmas. He continued private 
Masses in homes. 


“Tt was control, then restrict and 
finally destroy,’’ Bishop Hurley said. 
Father Chew had to attend daily lectures 
on Marxism and was then ordered to 
teach Marxism in the school and to award 
a red scarf to children who passed the 
tests. The apostolic internuncio to China, 
Archbishop Riberi, before going into 
exile, had advised priests not to assist at 
the red scarf ceremony and Father Chew 
followed that advice. 


“Promptly hewas arrested, the school 
closed, confiscated and turned into a 
Marxist study center and _ exhibition 
hall,’’ Bishop Hurley said. ‘‘Denounced 
as an ‘imperialist running dog,’ he was 
confined to a cell eight by three-and-a- 
half feet in the county jail for four 
months.”’ 


BISHOP HURLEY said the priest 
was taken to a larger jail and brainwashed 
in an attempt to persuade him to join the 
government-sponsored Patriotic Catholic 
Church and repudiate allegiance to the 


pope. 

Three years later, after 65 appearances 
before judges, the priest was sentenced to 
death. But the sentence was suspended 
and, months later, was commuted to life 
imprisonment. In 1978, when Chinese 
Communist leader Mao Tse-tung died, 
Father Chew’s sentence was reduced to 
eight years and several months ago he was 
released. 

““He believes,’’ Bishop Hurley said, 
“it were better if the priests, Brothers and 


Sisters had gone into exile and worked 
their way back to China year by year as 
history unfolded.’’ But the bishop said 
Father Stephen Ng (also a pseudonym) 
who has spent more than 25 years in 
exile, takes a contrary view. ‘‘Those 
heroic priests,’’ Father Ng said, ‘‘have 
done more for the faith than we who left, 
for ‘the blood of martyrs is still the seed of 
the faith.’ ”’ 


FATHER NG, Bishop Hurley said, 
fled his hometown about 30 years ago and 
left his family behind. In the intervening 
time he never had any communication 
from his mother, brother or sisters. 


He recently obtained a passport from 
another country, and packed 500 hosts, a 
dozen Bibles, and assorted medals and 
rosaries. 


His plane landed at Peking at four 
o’clock in the morning and‘there were no 
customs officials there. The bus from 
Peking to his native town was delayed by 
a breakdown and the police were not at 
the depot when he arrived. 


_ HE LEARNED that his mother had 
died three years before.. He distributed 
the religious goods. 


Remaining at home almost three 
weeks, he celebrated Mass usually at 
night. He found that the 500 hosts were 
insufficient and broke them into as many 
as eight particles each. The Catholic 
population had more than doubled, with 
parents baptizing their children and 
converts being baptized also. 

Father Ng said, Bishop Hurley 
reported, that ‘‘the Patriotic Church of 
China, with its Latin Mass and old- 
fashioned ‘sandwich board’ vestments, 


Dutch theologian, Vatican at it again

LONDON (NC) — Father Edward 
Schillebeeckx. says that the Vatican’s 
' Congregation for the Doctrine of the 
Faith misrepresented some of his views in 
its latest round of questions regarding his 
writings. stiri: 

The Belgian Dominican theologian told 
reporters Feb. 23 that he replied in 
December to thé Vatican agency’s most 
recent inquities. These concerned his 
views on the priesthood in Ministry: A 
Case for Change, which was published in 
Dutch in 1980 and in English in 1981. 


THE VATICAN ‘‘dossier,’’ said 


Father Schillebeeckx, accused him of — 


upholding two theses that he did not 
advocate, saying he opposed ordination 
and held that any lay member of the 
Christian community could preside at the 
Eucharist. 


In fact, he’said, he specifically stated in 
his book: ‘‘However, on the basis of the 
whole history of the Church’s theology, I 
am opposed to a view which appears here 


and there, that any believer at all can 


preside at the Eucharist even when 
leaders of the community (‘priests’) are 
_present.’’ 


Father Schillebeeckx, who recently 
retired from his professorship at the 
University of Nijmegen, Netherlands, 
also said he turned the question back to 
the doctrinal congregation when it asked 
him to explain a conflict between a 
leading Father of the Church and later 
Church teachings. 


IN DISCUSSING how the Church in 
the past coped with emergency situations 
in which the local community had no 
priest, he quoted the _ third-century 
theologian Tertullian, who wrote: “‘But 
where no college of ministers has been 
appointed, you, the laity, must. celebrate 
the Eucharist and baptize; in that case 
you are your own priests, for where two 
or three are gathered together, there is the 
Church, even if these three are lay 
people.’’ 

Father Schillebeeckx said the doctrinal 


congregation asked him how he 


reconciled this with doctrinal statements 
of the last three ecumenical councils, 


Trent, Vatican I and Vatican II. His 
reply, he said, was that they should ask 
Tertullian.”’ 


(Tertullian, ordained a priest around 
the year 200, formally left'the Church 11 


- years later and: became.’a Montanist, a 


heretical. sect marked by extreme 
moralistic tendencies, and later left them 
to form a separate sect. He is the author 
of both Catholic and heretical works; the 
last of his followers were received back 
into the ‘Catholic Church by St. 
Augustine in 428)... = 


FATHER SCHILLEBEECKX was 
in London for. the publication in 
paperback of an earlier book of his, Jesus: 
An Experiment in Christology. In 1979 
he appeared before a three-member panel 
of the congregation to. answer questions 
about his published views on nine points 
of doctrine. ee 


fools no one, least of all the laity.”’ 


‘‘ONE LAYMAN, who spent 23 years 
in prison,’’ the bishop said, ‘‘summed up 
the current stance of the Red Chinese 
government: ‘Human rights and dignity, 
freedom of conscience and moral values 
ceased to exist in principle and in practice 
from the very. beginning of the 
Communist takeover and not simply 
during the Cultural Revolution and the 
rule of the Gang of Four, which was 
simply a more extreme and _ fanatical 
expression of the party ideology.’ ”’ 


The layman said that ‘‘political and 
economic expediency may lead to a ‘more 
liberal’ and ‘open’ policy, but at the same 
time tens of thousands of Catholics and 
other prisoners of conscience live and die 
in prison camps in every province of 


China.’’ 


Tuition tax credit 
foes launch battle | 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Tuition tax 
credit opponents said they will wage an 
all-out fight against the Reagan 
administration’s proposal and presented 
an anti-tax credit petition to Congress. 


Grace Baisinger, head of the National 
Coalition for Public Education, said her 
organization had collected signatures 
from more than a half million people 
opposing tuition tax credits. 


THE COALITION, which claims it 
has 40 million members, represents labor 
unions, education, civil rights and church 
groups opposing tax credits. 

The administration’s proposal, 
introduced in the Senate Feb. 17 by Sen. 
Robert Dole (R-Kan.), would “ give 
parents of children in non-public schools a 
tax credit for part of the tuition they pay. 


The proposal, which would give a 50 
percent tax credit for private elementary 
and secondary school tuition up to $100 
in 1983, $200 in 1984 and $300 in 1985, is 
similar to a bill which died in the Senate 
last year. 


SEN. ERNEST F. Hollings (D-S.C.) 
said President Reagan ‘‘has revitalized a 
proposal that would benefit few at the 
expense of many, violate the clear 
meaning of the First Amendment and add 
a sea of red ink to a budget already 
drowning our economy. Ultimately, it 
would destroy the diversity and genius of 
our public education system.”’ 


In submitting the proposal Reagan said 
parents should have a choice betweeen 
public education and private education. 
He noted that parents who send their 
children to private schools also are taxed 
for public education and this ‘‘has always 
severely limited the ability of lower- 
income families to choose the non-public 
educational alternative for their 
children.”’

And I thought Sophie’s Choice was 
depressing. 

What about Frances, the real-life story 
of 1930s Hollywood starlet, Frances 
Farmer? She was brilliant, beautiful and 
too much of a rebel for Seattle, for 
Hollywood and for her own parents. She 
was ‘‘damned straight to hell’’ by 
hometown society, punished for 
nornconformity by her producers, led to 
alcohol and pills by press agents, hounded 
unmercifully by columnists, savaged by 
police, tricked and used in a love affair 
with a famous writer, institutionalized in 
a snake-pit of an asylum by her mother 
and finally lobotomized by an ice pick- 
wielding surgeon. 


NOT EXACTLY comedy material. 

But, surprisingly, it is not all horrifying 
either, which I think is to the film’s credit. 

Personally, I do not like the kind of film 
that is totally one-sided against a person, 
that makes a situation appear completely 
unfair in order to gain the audience’s 
sympathy for the character. 


These types of stories generally have 
the hero fight city hall or the courts or the 
law in an unwinnable battle. This no- 
way-out, no-hope-of-relief scenario is 


unfair because it stacks the deck, again, to 


win sympathy. 

I FEARED, going in to see Frances 
that it would be just this type of film. But 
it isn’t. True, it has all the elements. 
Viewed soley as a string of events the 
story is bleak. Since the story is history we 
all know how it is going to turn out. And 
there is a sort of unwitting conspiracy 
against Frances by people who want to 
put such a brash and bold girl in her 
place. 


But Frances, although serious, is not 
unfairly depressing. Neither stacked deck 
nor heavy-handedness are employed to 
tell this story; instead a deft directorial

credibility to a film that tries never to 
present too much for the audience to 
accept and refuses to stoop to 
exploitation. 


It would be too cruel a footnote in the 
life of Frances Farmer to exploit and 
misuse her one more time and I am glad 
the makers of this film didn’t give in to 
that temptation. 


LUCKILY FOR them the makers of 
the movie don’t have to depend on 
exploitation to draw audiences. They 
have the marvelous acting performance of 
Jessica Lange to do that. She too could 
have taken the easy way out. A ‘‘cheap 
Oscar’’ can often be won for what I call 
“‘Helen Keller’’ roles. These are parts 
that look harder than they are and thus 
are easier to look good in. 


But Frances is a much harder part to 
play because she’s not really crazy — 
she’s just a troublemaker. 


The audience has to believe that these 
things could happen to a sane, intelligent 
woman. All the while Lange has to reveal 
the character traits that made people want 
to tame Frances — her wanting things her 
own way, her oftentimes foul and always 
sharp tongue, her refusal to go along, her 
radical politics, finally her brawling and 
drinking. 

LANGE COULD not make Frances a 
person so unlikeable that the audience 
would find no sympathy for her, so she 
had to play her in a way that would allow 
us to see and appreciate the spark of 
creativity ‘this woman possessed and 
understand her troublemaking nature. 


This was definitely not an easy role. 


Jessica Lange does an extraordinary 
job and gives a performance of such depth 
and stature that surely it will be 
remembered as one of the great 
performances by an actress in a film. 


BUT ALTHOUGH Frances may be 
brilliant, she may not be everyone’s idea 
of a good time. The ‘‘adults with 
reservations’ rating from the United 
States Catholic Conference should tip you 
off that there are some shocking or at least 
disturbing things in this movie. They 
include some nudity and an occasional, 
vicious display of four-letter-words.

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ABC to air Thorn Birds despite protests

CORPUS CHRISTI, Texas (NC) — 
Cursillistas in the Diocese of Corpus 
Christi are petitioning to prevent the 
airing of Thorn Birds, a miniseries that 
protesters say ‘‘slanders Jesus’? and 
“condones adultery and pokes fun at the 
church hierarchy and the dignity of sex.”’ 


ABC is airing the five-part television 
miniseries, based on a book by the same 
name, beginning March 27. Cursillo 
Movement members plan to send 
petitions to the program’s sponsors to 
discourage their support of the show. In 
the meantime they have been sending lists 
of signatures to the chairman of the 
network’s board of directors, Leonard H. 
Goldenson. : 


THE PROTEST is part of a 
nationwide petition drive instigated by 
Christian groups which ‘‘resent the 
continual depiction of Christians in a 
negative stereotype on ABC and other 
networks,’’ said the petition. 


“The time has come to say enough of 
this type of innuendo attacking a man of 
God and especially the (Catholic) 
Church,’’ said Ricardo Martinez, who 
initiated the petition drive in the Corpus 
Christi Diocese. 


‘We can no longer stand by and allow 
people to slander Jesus,’’ continued 
Martinez, who has read half of the book. 
“‘To attack the Church is to attack 


Jesus.”’ 


THE BOOK, written by Colleen 
McCullough, is about a priest who has an 
affair with a younger woman, who 
eventually has their child. The priest goes 
on to become a bishop, then a cardinal, 
and eventually ordains his’ son to the 
priesthood. 


Father Robert A. Bradley, pastor of St. 
Peter the Apostle Church in Laredo, 
Texas, saw the petition.in a periodical 
and sent it to Martinez’s parish. 


“T read the book and it’s terrible,’’ 
Father Bradley said. ‘‘It condones 
adultery and makes illicit sex permissible. 


- It pokes fun at the Church hierarchy and 


the dignity of sex. Nothing is sacred in 
this story.”’ 


MARTINEZ CIRCULATED the 
petition at a Cursillo secretariat meeting 
last month. From there the drive, led by 
cursillistas and other parishioners, has 
spread to several parishes in the diocese. 


ABC officials are aware of the petition 
campaign, but they say Thorn Birds will 
air as scheduled. 


Jim Butler, an ABC publicist, said that 
ABC has received complaints from 
“‘various Catholic organizations’’ 
protesting the airing of Thorn Birds 
during Lent. 


Pope: Press coverage of Church not always true

ROME (NC) — Pope John Paul II said that many 
things newspapers say regarding religion are untrue, and 
people should not allow these things to shake their faith. 

The pope made the observation two weeks ago during a 
15-minute talk with members of the parish council of a 
church in a Rome suburb. 

WHILE VISITING the Parish of St. Jean Marie 
Vianney in Borghesiana, a poor suburb 10 miles from the 
center of Rome, the pope was greeted by a council 
member, a bricklayer, who observed that it was ‘‘difficult 
being a good Christian when in the newspapers they 
accuse the Church of certain things.” 

Thanking the man for the sincerity of his comment, the 
pope replied, ‘‘Your faith ought not to be put in question 
because of what you read in the newspapers.”’ 

Then he added, ‘‘One can read many incredible things 
in newspapers which have no basis in truth.” 

SUCH ACCUSATIONS are not new in the history of 
the Church, the pope remarked, noting that Christians 
were falsely accused of setting fire to Rome during the 
days of Nero. 

At the same time, said the pope, all Christians,

Neither the pope nor the man with whom he spoke 
mentioned anything specific regarding press coverage of 
religious affairs, but many observers speculated that the 
council member was referring to media treatment of two 
recent events: the collapse of Italy’s largest private bank, 
the Banco Ambrosiano, and a tax scandal involving 
Italian government officials. 


THE PRESS, particularly in Italy, has been sharply 


critical of Vatican involvement with the Ambrosiano. The : 


Vatican bank issued “‘letters of patronage’’ assuring the 
Ambrosiano of the reliability of foreign companies which 
later defaulted on large loans from the Ambrosiano. 


Currently a joint committee of Vatican and Italian 
officials is investigating links between the Vatican bank

In the tax scandal Cardinal Ugo Poletti, the papal vicar 
for the Diocese of Rome, wrote a letter of 
recommendation in 1973 for Raffaele Giudice, head of 
Italy’s customs and tax police, who late last year was 
convicted in a lucrative scheme involving petroleum 
taxes. Several other Italian priests are currently being 
questioned regarding the same petroleum fraud. 
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Pope tells clergy: ‘You are pastors, not

land. 


As if in response to the pontiff’s 
restrained blessing of the rights of the 
poor in their confrontation with 
“economically powerful elites,’’ the 
government of Guatemala executed six 
guerrillas Mar. 3, three days before John 
Paul’s arrival there. This, despite a 
personal appeal for clemency from 
Cardinal Agostino Casaroli, the 
Vatican’s secretary of state, delivered 
through the papal nuncio. 


The pontiff set the tone of his eight-day 
visit Mar. 2, when his chartered Alitalia 
DC-10 touched down on its first stop, 
Juan Santa Maria Airport in Costa Rica’s 
capital, San Jose. 

(THE PAPAL itinerary also called for 
visits to Nicaragua, Panama, El 
Salvador, Guatemala, Honduras, Belize 
and Haiti before departing for Rome late 
on Mar. 9.) 


In the first of an expected 50 speeches, 
the pope condemned violence, injustice, 
excessive materialism, forced economic 
collectivism, and foreign interference in 
the region. 


“The tortured cry which these lands 
-raise...resounded with accents of urgency 
in my spirit,’’ he told several thousand 
people at the airport. ‘This sorrowful cry 
is what I want to give voice to with my 
spirit. The voice that is muted by the 
already customary sight of the tears or 
death of children...of the long line of 
orphans, of so many thousand refugees, 
exiles and displaced persons in search of 
homes, of the poor without hope or 
work.”’ 


REJECTING ANY solution based on 
force or violence, the pontiff warned that 
the oppression of collectivism was no less 
destructive of human dignity than 
unrestrained capitalism. 


True change, he said, will come only 
“if we accept the voice of Christ, which 
calls us to respect and love man as our 
brother, if we know how to renounce 
practices of blind egoism, if we learn to 
have more solidarity, if we apply with 

‘rigor the norms of social justice that the 
Church proclaims...and if each people 
can confront. its problems of sincere 
dialogue without foreign interference.”’ 


Two of the pontiff’s stops — El 
Salvador and Nicaragua — are the most 
critical hotspots for both the Church and 
the U.S. in this hemisphere. And each, in 
its own way, is trying both his patience 
and his reasoned call-for sanity and order 
in the midst of much confusion. 


THE PONTIFF’S patience appeared 
to run out last Friday morning (Mar.4), 
when Daniel Ortega, head of Nicaragua’s 
leftist Sandinista government, greeted 
him at the Managua airport with a 
20-minute tirade denouncing U.S. 
“imperial aggression.”’ 

The pope showed no emotion, but as he 
went down the receiving line he came face 
to face with Father Ernesto Cardenal, 
Nicaragua’s minister of culture and one 


of five priests holding government posts . 


in defiance of.the Vatican. 


As Father Cardenal knelt down and 
reached out to take the pontiff’s hand and 
kiss his ring, the pope stepped back, 
began shaking his finger vigorously and 
sharply chastized the priest-politician. 


CHURCH-STATE tensions, already 
high in Nicaragua, were marred by a 
number of government-staged incidents, 
including one later that afternoon when 
Sandinista youths tried to disrupt an 
outdoor Mass for 300,000 people by 
shouting ‘‘We want peace’’ as the crowd 
shouted ‘‘We want the pope.”’ 


This came as the pontiff sharply 
rebuked priests and Religious who have 
sided with the Marxist-leaning 
Sandinistas. At one point the pontiff 
shouted back, ‘‘The only hope for peace 
is the Church,”’ and he coupled that with 
a plea for unity through ‘‘obedience to the 
bishops and to the pope.”’ 


“There must be unity to announce the

true message of the Gospel — according 
to the norms of tradition and the 
magisterium — and a unity free of 
deformations due to whatever human 
ideology or political program,’’ said John 
Paul. 


THE POPE went on to criticize 
“‘charismatic’’ and ‘‘popular churches’’ 
as a way to achieve social reform, and said 
Christian involvement in the temporal 
order must be firmly grounded in the 
social encyclicals of himself and_ his 
predecessors. 


The pontiff’s remarks were seen as an 
implicit endorsement of Archbishop 
Miguel Obando Bravo of Managua, who 
has resisted Sandinista attempts to 
subvert the Church there into an arm of 
that country’s ongoing revolution. 


In response to the airport speech hitting 
U.S. intervention in Nicaragua (from the 
1921 occupation by U.S. Marines to 
charges that the Reagan administration is 
currently supporting anti-Sandinista 
counter-revolutionaries) and an alleged 
U.S. plan to invade El Salvador, the 
pontiff rebuked all outside interference in 
the region, regardless of origin. 


“*I...COME to cast out a call to peace 
toward those who, inside or outside this 
geographic area — wherever they are 
found — favor in one form or another 
ideological, economic or military tensions 
which impede the free development of 
these nations...and true human, spiritual, 
social, civil and democratic progress,’’ 
said John Paul. 


Later that day at a Liturgy of the Word 
service in a rural town 55 miles from 
Managua, the pontiff, in a thinly veiled 
attack on the Sandinista attempt to 
undermine Roman Catholic education in 
Nicaragua, defended Church schooling 
there. 


He specifically mentioned ‘‘the right 
belonging to all families to educate their 
children in the schools which correspond 
to their vision of the world, and in 
particular the strict right of believing 
parents not to have their children 
submitted in schools to programs inspired 
in atheism.”’ 


THE POPE enjoyed a breathing spell 
after Nicaragua in Panama before going 
on to another sore-spot in the region, El 
Salvador. He received a warm welcome 
Mar. 5 in Panama City, where 
Archbishop Marcos McGrath told him 
that the ‘‘profound disrespect and 
irreverence’’ the day before had shocked 
the Panamanians. 


_ “But what happened will only increase 
the sympathy and fidelity of the world’s 
Catholics toward your person and your 
doctrine,’’ said Archbishop McGrath. 


“‘We pray that the children of Nicaragua, 
even those who are confused in serving 
two masters, may prevail in the faith.’’ 


In relatively trouble-free Panama, the 
pontiff condemned divorce, artificial birth 
control, forced sterilizations and 
abortion, and made an appeal on behalf 
of farm workers for social and economic 
justice. 


‘*A CERTAIN mentality which 
infiltrates society and promotes marital 
instability and egoism on the altar of an 
unbridled sexual freedom is not 
acceptable,’’ the pontiff told 250,000 
persons during an outdoor Mass. ‘‘Even 
when difficulties increase, the solution is 
not escape, the rupture of matrimony, but 


rather the perseverance of the spouses,’’ 


he said. 


Meeting with thousands of campesinos 
(peasants) at an outdoor stadium, the 
pontiff acknowledged that they have often 
been ‘‘abandoned to an ignoble level of 
life and not rarely “tried and exploited 
harshly.’’ 


But, he added, ‘‘In the search for 
greater justice...you cannot let yourselves 
be dragged down by the temptation of 
violence, of the armed guerrilla or of the 
egotistical battles of the classes, because 
this is not the route of Jesus Christ, or of 
the Church, or of your Christian faith.’’ 


_AT THE cathedral later that day, the 
pontiff, meeting with priests, seminarians 
and Religious women, made an appeal 
for increased vocations. ‘‘To the 
families...of Central America I want to 
say: Be generous in allowing some of your 
children to dedicate their entire lives to 
the service of the Lord and of your 
communities. ”’ 


In war-torn El Salvador Sunday, where 
upwards of 40,000 people have been 
killed in less than four years, the pontiff 
chose a favorite theme of his — dialogue 
— and asked priests and bishops to be 
agents of reconciliation. 


With both government troops and 
rebels sticking to a short truce during the 
papal visit, John Paul alluded to the 
coincidental announcement by the 
government of elections by Christmas. 


““THE DIALOGUE asked for by the 
Church is not a tactical truce to fortify 
positions as part of a plan to continue the 
fighting. Instead, it is a sincere effort to 
answer, with the search for agreements, 
the anguish, the pain, the weariness, the 
fatigue of so many who long for peace,”’ 
he said, critical of government exclusion 


of the guerrillas. 


In a clear reference to the Marxist 
analysis which underlies so-called 
theologies of “‘liberation,”’ the pope, at 
an open-air Mass in San Salvador, said, 


politicians’

“‘God’s design does not reveal a dialectic 
of confrontation, but one of love which 
renews everything...the Christian knows 
that all sinners can be rescued; that the 
rich — unconcerned, unjust, complacent 
in the egotistical possession of their goods 
— can and should change their attitude; 
whoever adheres to terrorism can and 
should change; whoever harbors rancor 
and hate can and should liberate himself 
from this slavery.’’ 


Noting that 11 priests have been 
assassinated there since 1972, the pope 
warned the clergy that “‘it is not worth the 
effort to lose your life for an ideology, for 
a mutilated or manipulated Gospel, for a 


partisan option...do not defraud the . 


Lord’s poor who ask you for the bread of 
the Gospel, the solid food of the secure 
and integral Catholic faith, so that they 
know how to disoérn and choose in the 
face of other preachings and ideologies 
which are not the message of Christ and 
His Church.”’ 


CALLING UPON priests to be men of 
dialogue who mediate ‘‘diverse 
tendencies...nourish concord...(and) seek 
Just solutions’’ to difficult problems, the 
pontiff reminded them ‘‘you are not 
social directors, political leaders or 
officials of a temporal power.’’ 


Visting the city’s cathedral and _ its 
tomb of the murdered Archbishop Oscar 
A. Romero, killed by rightists almost 
three years ago while saying Mass, the 
pontiff asked that his memory ‘‘always be 
respected and that no ideological interest 
try to use as an instrument his sacrifice.’’ 


Giving a boost to the newly named 
Archbishop Arturo Rivera Damas, who, 
like his predecessor, had used his Sunday 
homilies to denounce the government’s 
human rights record and to apply Church 
teaching to the situation in El Salvador, 
the pontiff told the nation’s Catholics to 
“heed the preaching’’ of their bishop. 


THE PONTIFF visited Guatemala 
and Belize before his last stop, Port-au- 
Prince, Haiti, Mar. 9, fora meeting with 
the Latin American Bishop’s Council 
(CELAM) in the city’s cathedral. 


CELAM nearly two decades ago spoke 
of the Church’s “‘preferential option’’ for 
the poor in the region. But in opting for 
the poor, the pope reminded El 
Salvador’s priests ‘‘not to ignore the 
radical poverty that exists where God 
does not live in the heart of men enslaved 


_ by power, pleasure, money, violence. 


(The priest) must -extend his mission to 
these poor, too.’’

SAN JOSE, Costa Rica (NC) — 
Respondiendo al (amargo Ilanto) de los 


pobres y de las victimas de la guerra, el _ 


Papa Juan Pablo II inicid su visita de 
ocho dias a la America Central el 2 de 
marzo con la promesa de responder a los 
temas mas candentes de la regidn. 


En el primero de los 50 discursos que se 
espera pronuncie durante su viaje, el 
Papa condené la violencia, la injusticia, el 
excesivo materialismo, los sistemas 
econémicos basados en el (colectivismo) y 
la interferencia extranjera en la toma de 
decisiones de la regién. 


Ademas de Costa Rica, el programa 
del papa incluye: visitas a Nicaragua, 
Panama, El Salvador, Guatemala, 
Honduras, Belice y Haiti, antes de partir 
de regreso a Roma el préximo 9 de 
marzo. 


‘*F] llanto amargo que surge de estas 
tierras y que clama paz, el fin de la guerra 
y la muerte violenta, resuenan con 
acentuada urgencia en mi espiritu,’’ dijo 
el Papa Juan Pablo a miles de personas 
congregadas en el aeropuerto. 


‘‘Quiero ser el portavoz durante esta 
mi visita de este triste llanto,’’ dijo. ‘‘La 
voz permanentemente enmudecida por el 
brotar de lagrimas por la muerte de 
nifios, por la larga fila de huérfanos, por 


los miles de refugiados, exilados y 
desplazados en buisqueda de un hogar, 
por los pobres sin esperanza o sin 
trabajo.”’ 


Pero el papa dejé claramente 
establecido que el tiene soluciones que 
ofrecer a las personas de Centroamérica.

El cambio es posible ‘‘si aceptamos la 
voz de Cristo que nos llama a respetar y 
amar a cada persona como a un hermano, 
si sabémos como renunciar a la practica 
del egoismo ciego, si aprendemos a tener 
mas solidaridad, si aplicamos con rigor las 
normas de justicia social que proclama la 
Iglesia...y si cada persona puede 
confrontar sus problemas, en un clima de 
didlogo sincero, sin  interferencia 
extranjera,’’ dijo.

el proceso. de canonizacién de santos 
otorgando mas responsibilidad al obispo 
local, reduciendo el rol del ‘‘abogado del 


_diablo’’ y permitiendo que _laicos, 


hombres y mujeres, promuevan una 
causa. 


“Con las nuevas provisiones, se 
obtendrd una _ simplificacién del 
procedimiento, liberdndolo de 
formalidades inecesarias,’’ dijo monsefior 
Fabian Veraja, subsecretario de la 
Congregacidén de la Causa de los Santos, 
en una conferencia de prensa en el 
Vaticano, el pasado 26 de febrero. 


Monsefior Veraja estimé que el nuevo 
procedimiento permitira que un 
candidato ‘alcance la declaracidn eclesial 
de santidad en unos 10 afios. En el pasado 
el proceso tomaba usualmente muchas 
décadas y un candidato raramente era 
declarado un santo en menos de cien afios 
despues de su muerte. 


La mayor responsibilidad para iniciar 
y documentar una causa quedara en 
manos de los obispos locales y las 
conferencias episcopales. Ya. no_ se 
requerira el permiso del Vaticano para 
iniciar una investigacion, pero si se pedira 
que se mantenga informado al Vaticano 
sobre estas actividades. 


WASHINGTON (NC) — Un senador 
critico de la politica norteamericana en E] 
Salvador acusé al Secretario de Estado 
George Shultz de dar ‘‘un revés gratuito a 
la Iglesia Catdlica’’ despues que Shultz 
llegé a la conclusién de que a la Iglesia no 
le preocupa la influencia soviética en 
América Central. 


La acusacion fue hecha por el Senador 
Patrick J. Leahy ‘‘D-Vt.’’ en una 
audiencia donde Shultz afirméd que ‘‘a 
miembros de la Iglesia les gustaria ver 
incrementada la influencia soviética en El 


Salvador.’’ 


Shultz hizo la referencia despues que 
Leahy, a tiempo de pedir por una 
solucién negociada en la guerra civil 
salvadoreiia, le leyd a Shultz una serie de 
declaraciones del Papa Juan Pablo II y del 
Arzobispo de El Salvador, Arturo Rivera 
y Damas, de la necesidad de terminar el 
derramamiento de sangre e_ iniciar 
negociaciones. 


Shultz no hizo especificamente su 
critica hacia el Arzobispo Rivera o el 
Papa. Pero subrayd que politicas que 
resultaran en la toma del poder por parte 
de los rebeldes_ salvadorefos, 
beneficiarian a los sovieticos. 


“Estoy convencido,’’ dijo Shultz, 
citando a Cuba y Nicaragua, ‘‘que la 
toma del poder ‘‘por los rebeldes’’ en El 
Salvador es una mala noticia para el 
pueblo de El Salvador, para el pueblo de 
los Estados Unidos y para las Iglesias en 
El Salvador. 


““No hay nada positivo en la forma en 
que la Unidén Soviética trata a la 
religién,’’ aiiadio Shultz. 


Leahy dijo que alguien habria dado a 
Shultz ‘realmente malos consejos’’ sobre 
el rol de la Iglesia en América Central. 
Ademas el senador Christopher Dodd 
(D-Conn.) dijo que los comentarios del 
Secretario de Estado ‘‘pusieron una 
sombra sobre la visita papal’ a 
Centroamérica, que se realiza del 2 al 9 
de marzo. 


El] entredicho entre Leahy y Shultz 
surgi6 cuando la administracién del 
Presidente Reagan estaba pidiendo al 
Congreso incrementar la ayuda militar a 
El Salvador. Tambien se esta 
considerando enviar mas _ asesores 
militares norteamericanos a ese pais.
